BRUTE FINALLY VANQUISHED. 


FOUGHT IN THE DARK FOR OVER 
AN HOUR. 


In the Desperate Encounter J. R. Bird 
Was Frightfully Lacerated 
and His Wounds Are 
Dangerous. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 16.—For over an hour 

the darkness of yesterday morning J. 
R. Bird of 5129 Wabash avenue struggled 
for his life with a ferocious brindle bull 
dog trained by burglars to assist them in 
their operations. With arms bitten until 
thd flesh hung in folds, with fingers chewed 
and finger nails torn from their sockets, 
his length measured on the ground, Bird 
fought the apparently unequal contest to 
a finish. With his right hand on the upper 
jaw and his left hand on the lower, the 
brute wriggling and twisting with all its 
strength, there came a time when it seemed 
to the man the dog would prove the mas- 
ter and lock his jaws fatally in his throat. 

It was not quite 2 o'clock in the morning 
when Mr. Bird heard strange noises in his 
back yard. He informed his wife he be- 
lieved there were burglars trying to gain an 
entrance to the house. He decided to scare 
them off, despite his wife's protests. Re- 
volver in hand, he started after the in- 
truders. 

Bird looked about carefully and saw no 
one. Suddenly, like a shot from a gun, a 
figure bounded at him, striking him with a 
force that nearly felled him to the ground. 
He threw up his drm as a guard for his 
face, and into it sank the sharp teeth of the 
bulldog, without a growl or sound of any 
sort. 

As the dog loosed his grip Bird caught the 
animal’s lower jaw with one hand and held 
firmly to it. Finally he freed his arm and 
with his other hand took tight hold of the 
upper jaw. He was holding the dog in the 
air. Seeing this put him at a disadvantage, 
Bird dropped to the ground, falling as heav- 
ily as he could upon the animal. There they 
lay, the dog struggling and time and again 
getting his jaws together in shape to crunch 
the fingers and hands of his combatant. 
Over and over they rolled in the mad fight 
for mastery. First one on top, then the 
other. 

He fought the dog in dog fashion. 
Ile took the brute’s nose in his teeth, plant- 
ed his jaws firmly and thereafter the dog 
lost strength rapidly. That was the reason 
Bird did not answer the calls of his family. 

Finally neighbors, clad only in their night 
clothing, hastened to the scene armed with 
revolvers, rifles, shotguns and all manner 
of weapons. When they saw it was a brindle 
bulldog, not a burglar, 
with which to tie his legs. When he 


securely bound Bird released his hold. 
Both arms were bitten frightfully from 


elbow to wrist, finger nails are missing in 
their entirety, and the fingers and hands are 
gnawed and chewed in a horrible manner. 

The dog was taken to the Fiftieth Street 
Station, where, a few hours later, he vir- 
tually committed suicide by hanging him- 
self in his cell with the rope with which he 
was tied. 

The theory of Capt. Madden and Mr. Bird 
is that the dog was trained by burglars. 
who were attempting to rob Bird's 
They escaped when Bird appeared, but the 
dog showed fight.

TABOOED BY PQLICE 


WITH SLOT MACHINES. 


Chief of Police Campbell and Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney Johnson have united 
in a determination to suppress certain pic- 
tures that are publicly displayed and that 
are considered improper and immoral. 

These officials held a conference Thurs- 
day morning relative to slot machines and 
this determination is the outgrowth of the 
conference. 

Chief Campbell announced Wednesday in 
the Post-Dispatch that he would not cease 


his warfare on the slot machines until the 
machines were taken from the city or were 
destroyed. Now he declares that & will go 
still further. 

“Another form of slot machines that I 
consider ever more demoralizing than these 


gambling devices,’’ said the chief, “are 
these slot machine pictures that are dis- 
played in certain summer gardens and in 
many saloons. 

“This matter has been called to my at- 
‘tention within the past few days, and 1! 
will have special officers to investigate at 
once with a view to making cases against 
the persons who allow these pictures to 
be exhibited on their premises. In several 
places I am told there are a number of these 
machines called kinetoscopes. These ‘mov- 
ing picture’ machines are said to be so 
highly suggestive that they come under 
the ban of the law. 

“Tl have talked with Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney Johnson and he tells me that if 
we oan lay before him evidence to show 
that any of the pictures are immoral he 
will issue warrants for the arrest of the ex- 
hibitors.”’

LS HIS TRIALS 


Hunted By Neighbors With 
Dogs, Is Now a Prisoner. 


SAYS HE IS PERSECUTED. 


WIFE’S FAMILY HAS HARRASS#S»D 
HIM UNTIL HE IS CRAZY. 


Every Means Possible Used to Cause 
Separation, All Leading Up to His 
Attempt to Kill Wife and Shoot- 
ing of Her Sister.

PANA, Ill, Aug. 16.—Sidney Whittico, 
the man who attempted to kill his wife and 
who dangerously wounded his sister-in-law, 
Miss Maggie Brennan, near Edinburg Sun- 
day morning, was captured last night north 
of this city. A posse of 500 have been on 
his trial since the crime was committed. 
He is now under guard in the Taylorville 
jail. 

Whittico has made and signed the follow- 
ing confession: 

‘My name is Sidney Whittico. 
think it is best to tell it straight, I will 
begin at the first and tell it all. The 
Brennans are wealthy people while I am a 
poor man. I was a barber at the time 
we were married. After we were married 
they were prejudiced and tried to get 
her to leave me and they drove me mad. 
“I was crazy. I’m crazy now. I want to 


say right here that I have been a good, 
faithful and true husband and she has 
never wanted for anything. I wanted to 
leave the night before we married, but 
they threatened to have me arrested if I 
attempted to get away. 1 had to leave 
my home, my mother, my father, my 
brother and my sisters, for after I married 
this girl they would not let me come 
around. 

“We lived in the country about. two 
miles from ner father's place since the 6th 
of last April. One of her sisters wanted her 
to leave me and wrote me a letter and 
signed another’s girls name to it. She 
wrote the letter at a time when I was not 
at home and she knew that my wife would

“One week ago last Monday my wife and 
her father and I went to Springfield, where 
I went to secure work.

She was sitting in the window when 1 went 
up and ne gtk the revolver at her twice, 
but it would not go off. 

“They both saw me and started to run, 
and as they went through the door I shot 
my sister-in-law, and I am sorry for it, 
for she is the best one in the family. After 
I shot I ran Into the house, and mv wife 
ran into the parlor and locked the door, 
and I could not get to her. 

“I want to say that I never exchanged a 
shot with any of the farmers. The loads in 
the gun were no good. I tried to shoot my- 
self with it, but failed. I then went down 
on the river, where there were some fish- 
ermen, and from there I went to Springfield 
and tried to buy something to kill myself, 
but the druggist would not sell me any- 
thing. I then concluded to get away if I 
could. 

“I then came to Clinton after I left 
Springfield. I was in no cornfield, as the 
papers say. I arrived here about 11 o’clock

SUMMER HOME OF ANNA GOULD’S 
HUSBAND TO BE SOLD. 


CREDITORS PRESSING HIM. 


Countess Has Shut Her Purse to Him 
But Continues Lavish Expendi- 
tures on Her Own Behalf. 


PARIS, Aug. 16.—The country home of 
Count Bont de Castellane is about to be 
sold for debt. The count is in serious 
financial difficulties. 

‘The countess, nee Anna Gould, is appar- 
ently not distressing herself over the wor- 
ries of her titled spouse. 

In the village of St. Cheron, 30 miles from 
Paris, staring placards on every dead wall 
announce that the contents of the beautiful 
Chateau de Marais, the country home of 
the Castellanes, will be sold for the benefit 
of the count’s creditors. Included in the 
sale will be furniture, horses, carriages and 
the valuable contents of the wine cellar. 
All Paris will be there when the auctioneer 


mounts his block. 

The count has several times of late been 
forced to take extreme measures to raise 
funds, and has parted with many valued 
family relics. 

A magnificent wardrobe, costing $250,000, 
was sold to M. Chaffeyon, a Parisian art 
dealer. Some of the art collection in the 
palace on the Bois de Boulogne was turned 
over to J. Pierpont Morgan. In spite of 
these sales, the count’s yacht, Walhalla, 
was recently attached by the builders for 
$175,000. The count has obtained sundry 
ape from bankers in Paris, which have 
helped him a great deal. 

It is declared that the Countess, formerly 
Miss Anna Gould, has tired of putting up 
money for the Count, and that her purse 
strings will not ‘be again relaxed. This was 
stated by Figaro in a recent issue. Figaro's 
declaration is also borne out by the fact 
that, notwithstanding the Count’s strait- 
ened circumstances, the Countess goes on 
scattering her money with a lavish hand. 
Besides the Countess’ donations to charit- 
ty, she has recently made a gift to the 
clty of Paris which will perpetuate her 
name for many decades. This gift is a 
beautiful building to take the place of the 
Charite Bazar. which burned in 1897, with 
a loss of 125 lives. 

The French government has also con- 
ferred a distinct honor upon the Countess 
and her husband by designating them as 
the entertainers of the Emperor of Abvs- 
sinfa, Menelik, when he visits the exposi- 
tion. If it was thought the Countess had 
no money she would not have been se- 
lected.

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'WALES ASKS PARDON 


APPEALS TO QUEEN IN BEHALF 
OF EX-MAJOR MURCHISON. 


KILLED DRUNKEN JOURNALIST. 


Condemned to Penal Servitude for Life 
—Pardon Is Asked Because of His 
Splendid Military Record. 


LONDON, Aug. 16.—The Prince of Wales 
has interceded with the (Jueen for the par- 
don of ex-Maj. Kenneth Murchison of the 
Royal Artillery, condemned to penal netvi- 
tude for life. 

The offense for: which Murchison, who 
belongs to one of the best families of Scot- 
land, was condemned to perpetual imprison- 
ment was the killing of a newspaper corre- 
spondent named Parslow durimg the siege 
of Mafeking, under circumstances of great 
provocation. 

Parslow, while drunk, grossly insulted 
the major at the table d’hote at Riesle’s 
Hotel, and followed him across the square 
continuing to revile him, challenging him 
to fight and accusing him of cowardice. No 
one witnessed the actual killing, but Murch- 
ison says the journalist raised his hand to 
strike him, whereupon he shot him dead. 

Everywhere on the continent of Europe 
action of this kind would have met with the 
approval of the military authorities, but 
Murchison was sentenced by court-martial 
to death as a murderer, his sentence being 
commuted to penal servitude for life. 

In a largely signed petition to the Queen, 
Stress is laid on the fact that although 
Murchison had retired from the army, at 
the time of the outbreak of the war he 
responded to the call for volunteers, that 
he behaved with conspicuous Oppel $d 
during the greater part of the Mafeking 
siege, being in command of the artillery, 
to which the town was mainly indebted 
for its defense, and that when the Boer 
commander Eloff captured the fort in 
which Murchison was confined after the 
court-martial had sentenced him to death, 
he made no attempt to take advantage of 
the confusion to escape, but seized a rifle 
and led the attack on the Boers, which 
culminated in their surrender, after which 
he laid aside his rifle and returned of his 
own free will to his prison cell. 

Had it not been for his killing of the 
drunken journalist he would have doubtless 
received military promotion, as well as the 
Order of the Bath, for his services, and 
under the circumstances the success of the 
petition to the crown on his behalf is prac- 
tically assured, the Prince of Wales having 

warmly interested himself in the case.

The mayor signed the new City Hospital bill Wednesday 
morning and the measure wil! become a law Aug. 25. 

With the money in hand, $258,000, a good beginning can be 
made. The buildings which can be erected will accommodate 
about 300 patients, about one-half the capacity of the present 
dilapidated and dangerous hospital. When more money is 
obtained—as it can be soon, if ordinary business economy is 
practiced—the work will be pushed to completion. 

St. Louis may well be congratulated. A new hospital has 
been needed for years. That we are to have it at last is an 
indication that boodle sometimes graciously relaxes its hold 
upon public affairs.

The big family is nat obsolete fn America. For the com- 
fort of younger members of such families, the story of the 
late Collis P. Huntington, told in Tuesday's Post-Dispatch, is 
worth reading. 

Where 
are the rest of the children with whom he had to compete for 
an education and a chance of advancement in life?

We have no law or custom that favors first born or elder 
Sons and daughters, yet it is well known that these have 
many advantages over the younger members of a family.

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A QUESTION OF DOLLARS AND CENTS 

Mstimates given out by the Treasury Department fix the 
cost to date of the Philippine war at $186,678,000.

If the end of the war were in sight there might be ground 
for hope that the resources of the islands might be exploited 
for the benefit of Americans. But all accounts now agree 
that the struggle will probably continue indefinitely, and the 
cost will not diminish but rather grow greater.

fénsible. Putting aside all questions of sentiment anda princl- 


ple and thinking only of dollars and cents, where is the profit 
in this enterprise? 

The Treasury statement is a telling argument against the 
administration policy. 
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Since Queen Victoria ascended the throne of the United 
Kingdom England has fought 40 wars. All of these, save 
the Crimean war and the Sepoy horror, were of little import- 
ance from a military point of view. But all were undertaken 
to preserve or extend the colonial empire. And the difficulty 
and cost of empire becomes greater every year. Dominion 
over seas has, perhaps, paid England commercially, but it may 
be questioned whether the loss will not, in future, be greater 
than the profit. At any rate it is a consideration which should 
not be overlooked in this country. Jefferson’s rulé that no ter- 
ritory should be acquired which must be defended by a navy 
still holds good.

A BETTER OUTLOOK. 


The first indication of a settled policy with reference to 
China is found in the exclusive London cable to the Post- 
Dispatch from Mr. Pritchard Morgan. 

As Mr. Morgan is a member of the British Parliament and 
heavily interested financially in Chinese development, his out- 
line of the scheme has much of the force of an official utter- 
ance. 

“China,” says Mr. Morgan, ‘“‘can only be governed by the 
Chinese. This fact is now recognized by all of the European 
powers.,”’ 

To this end the administration will be committed to 10 native 
viceroys under the direction of a European. 

How this will work remains to be seen, but a formulated 
policy of any kind is better than the game of cross purposes 
which has been going on for years. 

This dispatch is the most reassuring intelligence received 
since the Boxer troubles began. The whole world will breathe 
easier when it is known that unity has taken the place of 
dissension and jealousy.

in early life and settled in St. Louis be- 
fore the civil war. In April, 1861, he en- 
listed as a private in the First Missouri. 

He completed the short term of service 
under the first call for volunteers on Jan. 
1, 1862, became captain of the Twenty-third 
Regiment of Missouri Infantry, being pro- 
moted to major of the regiment Jan. 4, 
1844, and to lieutenant-colonel for meritori- 
ous services March 23, 1864. 

Col. Browne remained in the army after 
the war, taking part in the celebrated 
Powder river expedition against hostile In- 
oman ah rr | = ext under the

Jack Clair, a negro, 37 years old, is ina 
dying condition in the city jail at Bt. 
Charles, with a charge against him of atl- 
tempting an assault on Mina Slevin, 17 
years old, employed as a domestic in the 
Commercial hotel. 

The negro’s condition is the result of a 
desperate encounter with August Diehr, the 
propfietor of the hotel, who went to the 
rescue of the girl with a baseball bat. 

Clair was armed with a knife, and when 
Mr. Diehr approached drew it and attempt- 
ed to kill the brave hotel man. Mr. Diehr 
gave hin®no chance to use the knife, and 
struck with all his strength on the head. 

Clair has 2 bad record and has freqgu:at- 
ly been in trouble. Ile was employed is a 
hostler at Dierker's :lvery stable. The Cona- 
mercial Hotel is next to the stable on Main 
street. 

Mina Slevin ‘s a country girl, the daugh- 
ter of a widow iiving eight miles norin of 
St. Charles. Some months ago she accepted 
employment at the hotel. Soon afterward 
the negro began speaking to her, and final- 
ly offered to buy her a dress. She did not 
divine the true meaning of his advances. 
but was suspicious and told Mrs. Diehr 
about them. Mrs. Diehr warned her to have 
nothing to do with Clair. 

Wednesday night Miss Slevin went to the 
rear yard of the hotel. She says the negro 
seized her. She screamed. 

Proprietor Diehr of the hotel heard her 
screams and ran out to the yard. On the 
way he stumbled over a bal! bat which hls 
son had left there. Having no other weapon 
he picked it up and ran toward where in the 
darkness he dimly discerned the forms of 
the negro and the girl, she struggling in 
his grasp. 

When Clair heard his ~ oie he re- 
leased the girl and reached for his knife. 
Drawing it, he made toward Mr. Diehr. 
The latter did not hesitate, but ran on, and 
when within reach raised the bat and dealt 
the negro a heavy blow on the head, 

Clair went down like a dead man. Mr. 
Diehr led the girl into the house and called 
up the coroner over the telephone, relating 
the circumstances and saying he thought 
he had killed the negro. 

When officers arrived it was found the 
negro had crept away, the trail of blood 
showing that he was badly injured. 

Thursday morning he was arrested in 
Frenchtown by Officers Becker and Bred- 
enstein, and was locked in the city jail 

He was delirious and Dr. John E. Bruere 
was called.

OUT OF TRUSTS 


Ex-Gov, Stone Proposes to 
Take the Stump. 


WOULD LIMIT INDEBTEDNESS. 


PATTERNING AFTER THE TEXAS 
MOVEMENT. 


An Amendment to the Constitution 
Will Be Advocated Whereby Trusts 
May Become Im- 
possible. 


Former Gov. W. J. Stone, in his cam- 
paigning over the state this fall, will 
vocate on the stump the adoption in Mis- 
seuri of an amendment to the constitution 
Similar to the which the Democrats 
of Texas, in their stute platfofm, are 
pledged to adopt, limiting the right of 
corporations to incur indebtedness beyond 
the value of their properties. 

The Texas law was made an issue by the 
Democrats at the suggestion of Former 
Gov. Hogg, and he got it into the platform 
only after a bitter fight. 

The two former governors, Hogg and 
Stone, are close friends and they are act- 
ing in concert in this matter. They have 
had many conferences and correspondence 
has passed between them about it. 

Mr. Stone has not fixed upon the definite 

form of the law he will advocate, but In 
a,general way it will be like the one urged 
by Hogg. 
The principle of it is that whenever the 
indebtedness of a corporation. stock, bond 
and floating, is in excess of its assets, it 
is insolvent and the state should step in 
and protect the creditors by the appoint- 
ment of a receiver. 

In his argument for the adoption of the 
law, Mr. Stone will point to many Mis- 
souri corporations whose capitalization con- 
tains millions of dollars of water. 

“Il am under the impression,’’ said Mr. 
Stone to the Post-Dispatch, ‘“thac an 
amendment to the constitution will be 
necessary before a law of this kind can 
be put on the statute books. 

“T have had correspondence with Mr. 
Hlogg about the matter and the amendment 
1 will udvocate will be along the same line 
as the one he has drafted. 1 believe his 
idea is that if the actual value of the 
assets of a corporation is less than 80 per 
cent of the value of its indebtedness, stock, 
bond and floating, it shall be the duty of 
the attorney general of.the state to apply 
or a receiver for the corporation on the 
ground that it is insolvent. The values are 
to be ascertained from the sworn state- 
ments of the corporation, made for the 
purpose of showing its value for taxation. 

“I have not decided finally the provisions 
of the amendment I will advocate. I will 
make this «9 feature of all my stump 
speeches in this campaign in Missouri, and 
will see that the bill. embodying the idea. 
is introduced in the General Assembly next 
wiriter.”’

MADE SICK ‘BY DIFFICULTY OF 
RAISING CAMPAIGN MONEY.

REPUBLICAN LEADERS WORRIED 


Funds Are Not Coming In and If Han- 
na Retires the Situation Will Be 
Badly Complicated. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—Senator Hanna's 
health is causing his the 
national committee the gravest apprehen- 
sions. 

Although Senator Hanna has been at his 
desk at headquarters every day this week, 
he has been unable to give that attention 
that marked his vigorous work at the or- 
ganization of the headquarters. He was 
compelled to-day to give up work for sev- 
eral hours, although engagements were 
pressing. This was due to a recurrence of 
the heart*trouble which caused such alarm 
among Mr. Hanna's friends a year ago, 
and on which were based the numerous re- 
ports preceding the national convention at 
Philadelphia that he would retire from the 
national comunittee. 

The death of Collis P. 
affected Senator Hanna 

[t was said to-night by one of the na- 
tional chairman's intimate campaign asso- 
ciates that no one would be surprised if 
Mr. Hanna were compelled to give up the 
active direction of the campaign and seek 
complete rest. 

Senator Hanna's threatened illness is said 
to be due in part to the unpromising man- 
ner in which the campaign is opening, plac- 
ing on him many burdens and much work 
that he expected to avoid. He had divided 
up the work among bureaus and subcom- 
mittees in such a way that he had few 
matters of detail to attend to. 

TLhis subdivision has not worked well, and 
on top of that has developed the most sur- 
prising apathy and indifference to appeals 
for assistance by business men known 
since the campaign of 1892. 

Efforts of the Kepublican campaign man- 
agers to raise funds for the expenses of the 
canvass for McKinley and Roosevelt have 
thus far been flat failures in evegy direc- 
tion. 

The Repyblican national committee in 1896 
expended in its literary bureau only for the 
combating ofthe “‘isms"’ in the Chicago 
platform and the education of voters, $70v,- 
0). This was expended for printing and dis- 
tributing tracts. pamphlets, ete. 

Thus far the Republican campaign is be- 
ing run on promissory notes. No money is 
coming in. 

The same reluctance ebout giving money 
to the Republican campaign prevails tin 
Jjoston and Philadelphia. The Boston 
bankers in 1896 gave Senator Hanna's com- 
mittee nearly $500 000. Philadelphia con- 
tributed about $700 000.

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HIS. SWEETHEART ATHFUL NOW ASK THE CHIFF 


Charles S. Killalee Imagined She Ha: 
Deserted Him and He Committed 
Suicide at Sedalia. 


Charles 8. Killalee, a former clerk in the 
St. Louis Postoffice, and later a conductor 
on the Grand avenue line of the St. Louis 
Trausit Co., Wednesday committed suicide 
on the outskirts of Sedalia, Mo. He took 


a fatal dose of strychnine and then en- 
deavored’ to make death doubly sure by 
throwing. himself into Flat creek. 

His jump into the creek was witnessed 
by Clarence Alcom, a Sedalia fireman, and 
Frank Schultz, Jr., a traveling salesman 
from St. Louis, who dragged him from the 
water and hurried him into Sedalia, but too 
late for relief. 

Killalee said before his death in the office 
of a physician, that he had decided upon 
suicide because his sweetheart, Miss Julia 
Connelly of St. Louis, had deserted him. 

Miss Connelly. who is employed at the 
home of James H. Allen, president of the 
Allen-West Commission Co., at 6 Forest 
Park Terrace, declares that she had had no 
quarrel with her flance and that his mind 
must have been affected when he committed 
suicide. 

Killalee was seriously injured the second 
day of the street car strike by a crowd 
which seized his car. After eight days in 
St. James Hospital he went to Louisville, 
where his injuries developed complications 
that made death seem certain. Miss Con- 
nelly went to Jouisville at the time and the 
physicians said her presence and minis- 
trations alone saved Killalee’'s life. 

Nothing, Miss Cannelly says, happened 
after that time to mar their courtship, and 
she went with him to the train last Friday 
night to bid him goodby. Killalee had told 
his relatives he was going to Denver and 
that he had $800 with which to enter the 
grocery business. Only a few dollars were 
found on his body 

J. F. Killalee, a brother of the dead man, 
resides at 2226 South Jefferson avenue. A 
sister, Mrs. Martin Whalen, resides at 732 
North Sixth street, East St. Louts. 

Killalee’s home was formerly near Seda- 
lia. He was a member of the Holy Name 
Council, No. 40, Knights of Father Mathew, 
and of the Knights and Ladies of Security, 
both St. Louis lodges.

Manager Gumpertg was puzzled for @ 
time. WhHlle he had Issued a strong regu- 
lation ainst the shirtwaist, he found It, 
upon er: ction, impossible to decide wheth- 
er it was still a eshameful curtosity or 
whether it had reached the point of be- 
coming the mode. He finally decided that 
the shirtwaist was at least ‘“‘common.”
